county and Overly arrested both men 
as they came out of the building. Bar- 
rington is very wealthy and very in- 
fluential. Ellis is a poor man and will 
be used as a witness.

Eight years ago, a littile com- 
pany of Christian men and women 
determined to send the Gospel of 
pe ice and love to those long neg- 
lected and warring neighbors in 
t’le mountains, tens of thousands 
ot whom never saw a church 
They began without a treasury, or 
an organ, or patron, or agent. 
They asked God for help, and re- 
ceived the voluntary aid of a few 
friends. Eight years ago, they 
sent one devoted Evangelist into 
the Cumberland mountains, and 
God provided three hundred and 
sixty dollars for his support. 
Every succeeding year the work 
has grown, until the last year 
ninety-seven F)vange!ists were sent 
into the mountains of Tennessee, 
Virginia, North Carolina and Ken 
tucky, and over ten thousand pro- 
vided for their support, without 
ever asking a collection from any 
churce. The workers, and the 
money came from every branch ot 
the church, and every state of the 
Union, and beyond. f;These mis- 
sionaries last year taught 88 Sab 
bath Schools, with 4621 pupils, 
preached nearly 4000 times and 
received 786 confessions of Christ, 
distributed 500 Bibles and Testa- 
ments, and over 35oo tracts. They

With the purpose of providing 
for the proper representation of the 
State at the Jamestown Exposition, 
to be held in Norfolk, Va., April 
26 to November 30, 1907, the - Ken- 
tucky Jamestown Exposition Com 
mission has been organized and 
incorporated. Headquarters have 
been opened in the Commercial 
Building, Louisville, and a cam- 
paign of exploitation has com 
menced. It is the intention of the 
commission to make the represen 
tation typical of the entire State 
and a replica of the Fort of Boones- 
boro has been agreed upon as the 
Kentucky Building. Funds for 
the erection oi the building aud the 
collection and installation will be 
raised by popular subscription and 
the sum of $40,000 will be required 
for the purpose.

— The National 
Con.<iess on Uniform Divorce Laws, 
iu K"*,«ion in this city, adopted about 
one-third of thp proposed uniform bill 
as drafted by the committee appointed 
at the meeting held in Washington. 

The portion adopted include seven 
causes under which annulment of a 
marriage may be obtained and six 
causes for absolute divorce. 

Delegates from 27 states and the 
District of Columbia and representa- 
tives of all Protestant denominations 
vho attended the international confer- 
ence on marriage, together with Cath- 
olic Bishop Shan ley, of Noriii Dakota, 
attended the discussions which were 
presided over by Gov.
